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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


Forest Fires—Our Most Shameful Waste 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. 
Official figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires 
result from human carelessness and can be prevented. Conse- 
quently, we may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful 
waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground 
water. They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful 
employment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to ex- 
tinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the 
size of fires small, but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 
there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but 
they burned 500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies to 
do the job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation of 
the public—YOU 


The primary obiective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION 
—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest 
fire warden and his deputies are constantly working. It can be 
achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with 
them. It is worth your effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being par- 
ticularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 
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2. Securing the required written permit from the warden 
when the ground is not covered with snow. 

3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning 
_ requirements. 

4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aiding him to extinguish it. 

Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our 
most shameful waste.

Due to the cut in state aid, School Board felt impelled to dis- 
continue the practice of sending grades six, seven and eight to the 
Symonds School in Keene. The amount of state aid received last 
Ge was $2,758.14, while this year Richmond will receive but 

953.00. 

It is unfortunate that economy measures have necessitated 
the discontinuance of having the upper three grades attend 
school in Keene. In the first place, there are advantages to be 
derived in Keene which are not available in a one-room school. 
As pointed out in my last year’s report, shop courses are given 
for the boys and home economics courses for the girls. Physical 
education classes are conducted for all pupils. The extra-cur- 
ricular athletic program is greatly enjoyed by Keene pupils. In 
addition, opportunity is afforded those with musical talent to 
study their favorite instruments. 

In the second place, the removal of the three upper grades 
from the Richmond one-room school allows the teacher there to 
devote more attention to the five lower grades. It goes without 
proving that a teacher can give more individual attention to each 
of five grades than she can to each of eight grades. 

A special article has been inserted in this year’s warrant 
which will enable the citizens of Richmond to signify whether 
they wish to resume the sending of the upper three grades to 
Keene. Incidentally, transportation for high school pupils will 
also be provided if the article is adopted. 
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Because the pupil population seems to be concentrated in 
North Richmond, the School Board decided to reopen the 
North Richmond School and to close the Four-Corners School. 
‘This resulted in a saving in transportation costs. 

The reopened building was painted a light green, a color 
recommended for ease on the eyes. The roof has been repaired. 
‘The link fence which lay for so long behind the Four-Corners 
School was installed along the roadway at the North School. This 
affords greater protection for the children at play in the school 
yard. Mr. William Thompson deserves a great deal of credit for 
all these improvements in the school plant. He has displayed 
genuine interest in the welfare of the boys and girls. 

During the recent session of the state legislature, it was vot- 
ed to cut the state’s appropriation for state aid to local school dis- 
tricts from $2,000,000 to $400,000. This was done in the face of 
rising school costs and despite the fact that it was a foregone 
conclusion that local real estate taxes would bear the brunt of the 
eut. Asaresult, Richmond lost $805.14 in regular state aid and 
$1200 as a special allotment. 

It is deplorable that the state legislature saw fit to cut the 
state aid to education when New Hampshire already ranked 
very low among the states in supplying such aid. Even with the 
former $2,000,000 appropriation, although New Hampshire 
ranked fourteenth among the forty-eight states in the amount of 
income back of each pupil in average daily attendance, it ranked 
only twenty-fourth in expenditures per pupil from all sources and 
it ranked forty-fourth in the amount of state aid per pupil. 

State aid helps the poorer districts to maintain better 
schools. It also shifts the tax burden from real estate to other 
sources of revenue. It is in the interest of Richmond to have the 
former state aid fully restored and, if possible, increased. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and parents, to the School Board and to the pa- 
trons of our schools for their cooperation.
